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♦USSR : Moscow’s recent cessation of the jamming 
of Voice of America broadcasts to the USSR probably 
is intended as a further constructive gesture in re- 
sponse to President Kennedy’s 10 June speecho 

The jamming stopped completely on 19 June and 
has not resumed. There had been a reduction in jam- 
ming operations during the previous week. 

This move, together with publication of the Presi- 
dent's speech in the Soviet press and Khrushchev's 
favorable comments on it, and the signing of the "hot- 
line" agreement, probably is calculated to improve 
the atmosphere of Soviet-US relations. 

Moscow relaxed its jamming operations during 
Khrushchev's visit to the US in 1959 and maintained 
only minimal interference with VOA during the fol- 
lowing months prior to the abortive Paris summit 
meeting in May 1960.

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France : Rising discontent among farmers may 
reduce De Gaulle’s freedom of action on both domes- 
tic and foreign policy issues. 

Sizable demonstrations and strikes by farmers 
occurred last week in several departments through- 
out the country. 

French farmers are dissatisfied with low farm 
prices, angered by competition from imports, and 
have been unhappy for some time over EEC develops 
ments affecting their prospects and interests. 

Although De Gaulle's political position seems firm, 
his program is vulnerable to outbursts of public dis- 
satisfaction, as the miners’ strike last spring made 
clear. His reaction in this instance may show itself 
in a stiffer attitude in international agricultural nego- 
tiations. This the French would justify as necessary 
to avoid more s erious unrest and a further loss of 
public support. 
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* Iraq-Kurds : Recent Kurdish hit-and-run attacks 
against the Iraq Petrolevim Company’s pipeline have 
caused brief interruptions of the oil flow. 

The Kurds followed up an attack on 15 June dur- 
ing which company guards were decapitated, by 
slightly damaging the line near Kirkuk on the night 
of 23-24 June. Two other attacks on 24-25 June 
were repulsed. 

Company officials have expressed the fear that 
the Kurds may hit the company’s key water intake 
facility on the Little Zab River which supplies the 

power plants and cause a shutdown of the entire 

pipeline system for a lengthy period.

South Korea ; Extensive damage from a typhoon 
and continued bad weather have aggravated the seri- 
ous food situation in South Korea caused by the fail- 
ure of the spring barley crop. Large-scale hardships 
could result and bring on popular demonstrations. 

Such disorders might become strongly anti-US in 
view of the latent resentment ov er South Korea’s de- 
pendence on American support.
